A desperate attempt to stop the 
car before it crashed into the 
automobile was unsuccessful, but 
the speed had been checked so 
that the shock of the collision 
failed to turn the machine over,

street. 

The driver’s side of the auto¬ 
mobile was struck and badly dam¬ 
aged, but aside from painful 
bruises to his side and shoulder, 
which have kept him in bed since 
Monday, Mr. Barnidge is unin- \

To Monrovia Man 

An enthusiastic meeting of his 
fellow employes and interested
